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The Banks and 


Having explained in last week's article haw the whole subject of Bank- 
ing is a matter coming solely within the jurisdiction of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment and Parliament, and how futile are those demands which call for 
action by Provincial Legislatures, attention may well be devoted to a brief 
conideration of some criticisms now being urged against Canada’s existing 
Banking System and Bank Management in general, 

Generality being the casiest is usually the most employed form of criti- 
cistn, and more particularly is this true as regards the periodical attacks 
levelled at the Canadian banking system. Hardly ever does a self-styled 
critic on this topic reveal a reasonably accurate elementary understanding 
of his subject, or evince an attempt at portraying plain truth and justice. 

Recently a misleading and unfair article of this calibre found ils way 
into print. In this it was insinuated that hardship was being inflicted on 
farmers this fall through the refusal of some banks to grant renewals of 
notes where these were unavoidably necessitated by circumstances, that un- 
reasonable promises of payment had been extracted under pressure from 
imany customers and that the practice was being followed very generally of 
cmploying what were described as “clean-up men” as Managers in districts 


the Farmers 


where the financial situation was a difficult one. 

It is well understood in banking circles that there are uncertainties and 
contingencies such as the pressure of important work while the scason is 
favorable, inclement weather, grain blockades and traffic congestions which 
incvitably regulate and determine the marketing of grain and livestock. 
Where such good reasons are known or can be shown to exist, extensions 
of banking obligations are necessities, accepted as such, and invariably giv- 
en to farmers without demur or question. Why should the disgruntle- 
ment of the exception, who in all likelillood, if the circumstances* were 
probed, had, owing to his own shortsightedness, extravagance, or determin- 
ation in defiance of advice to the contrary, placed himself in a difficult and 
dangerous position, cither by deserving of consideration equal to that merit- 

ed by his more prudent and businesslike neighbor or be made the text for 

“a general denunciation of banking practice? In such a case whére the 
iman’s crop is sadly short of satisfying his commitments, his creditors natur- 
ally are all clamoring for payment and nothing but shortsightedness or busi- 
ness incompetence could prevent his bank from doing what it reasonably 
can to ensure that its claim is not neglected, As a general thing unless 
some pressure is brought to bear’the Bank’s loan is the last to receive any 

“consideration. In common fairness, therefore, the Banks should not be 
blamed for unfortunate crisis which invariably are not of their making and 
a distinction should in justice be drawn between deserving and undeserving 
cases. 

As regards the charge that farmers have been under pressure to make 
impossible promises of payment and have been labelled as liars when not 
fulfilled, this is almost too groundless and radical a statement to call for 
notice. What object or benefit could possibly be gained by such an unjust 
and absurd practice, and under existing keen banking competition how could 
an outrage of that description be perpetrated without incalculable damage 
and loss of business resulting to any institution which did so? There is 
no course of action without its intent, and it is impossible to see any in this 
allegation. 

The “clean-up man” is alsova creation of a fertile or prejudiced imagina- 

“Good Bank Managers, who by reason of humanity and fair dealing 
have built up good sound custom for their institutions,” certainly are not 
removed and replaced as it has been claimed for exactly that cause. Such 
a practice would be nothing else than financial suicide, Bank Managers 
are no more perfect as a class than any other and there must of necessity 
be instances where through one cause or another they lose grip and run 
riot in their crediting; Naturally a number of the residents in any com- 
munity so served unconsciously gain inflated and distorted ideas of theit 
proper claims to credit. The unfortunate successor to such a type of 
Manager who endeavors to bring the misguided back to their senses, and 
incidentally his Branch business down to a sounder basis, naturally incurs 
some antipathy and ill-will, but no. taare is done in such cases than any onc 
of the dissatisfied few would instruct! to’be done'in connection with his own 
business, if he found it necessary tp replace a responsible employee who had 
been lax in his crediting or otherwise failed. in his trust. ; 

Another charge sometimes made is that the’ banks withhold their sup- 
port in times of financial stress, pestilence and hardship. Does it ever oc- 
cur to the casual critic that the banks’ available loan resources are regulated 
entirely by the extent of their deposits and also the state of liquidity of 
their existing loans? It is just at such times that the most severe drain is 
made upon deposits and that outstanding loans are most poorly met. It 
naturally follows, therefore,that on occasions of the kind there must be 
some curtailment in credit and that there cannot be any available money as 
is often unreasonably expected for illegitimate and highly speculative busi- 
ness purposes. It can be honestly said, however, that even at such times 
the farmers suffer less and are subject to smaller inconvenience than any 
other class of business men. The importance of the western crop to the 
country is appreciated and the costs of growing and marketing it are in- 
variably given a preference over other purposes no matter how deserving 
they are, ‘ 

It would save a,lot of misunderstanding if, as was pointed out last week, 
the similarity between a Bank and a public trusteeship were kept in mind. 
Each has the funds of others for investment and there is an ‘obligation to 
be fulfilled to She actual owners of the money—which in the case of banks 
means the depositors—as well as to the borrowers. 

No country in the world can boast of a better banking service than 
Canada, in none is credit more available to the deserving, and nowlicre else 
do farmers get more gencrous assistance than they are accorded here. A 
moment's reflection upon the lamentable and disturbing uncertainties of 
the system in the United States where recently in one State alone—North

The amount of wealth brought into 

Canada in the form ‘of cash and sct-

$17,519,033. If the record for Decem- 
ber is equal to last, the total for the 
year 1920 will be $18,225,520. 

In 1919 the total wealth brought in 
by the 52,064 persons from across 
the border was 18,419,406. If the 
December immigration equal that of 
last year, the,total immigration this 
year will be 48,905. The average 
wealth of the immigrants per head 
for 1919 was $353.76, and for the 
past year it will be a little greater, 
amounting to about $372 per head.

First Stage of the Decay of the 
Tetth, 


By Rea Proctor McGee, M.D., D.D.S., 
Editor Oral Hygiene. _ 

If your knife and fork, spoon, plate, 
cup. and saucer were left from, one 
meal to anotier without ~ thorough 
,washing, you would change your 
‘ boarding house. 

Biit why be so particular about out- 
side matters unless you thoroughly 
cleanse your own mouth aftcr cach 
meal, 

When food is allowed to pack be- 
tween and around the teeth caries, or 
decayas it is commonly called, gets a 
good start. The packed food de- 
coniposes and ferments, this makes 
the bacteria happy so they all move 
jin, 

As the bacteria get settled upon the 
enamcled surface of the teeth, they 
cover themselves with a coating call- 
cd a gelatinous plaque. Undér this 
protective covering the bacteria grow 
unless they are removed by thorough 
cleansing. . 

Decay of the tecth caries, is a dis» 
ease just the same as tuberculosis or 
measles is a discase, In“this discase 
the hardest tissue in the body is at- 
tacked, 

The bacteria of décay are really tiny 
plants. They live and die as other 
plants do, when they die they decom- 
pose and ferment, forming an acid.

Broths for the 
Invalid 


BY LORETTO G LYNCH - 
An Acknowledged Expert in 
All Matters Pertaining to 
Household Management. 


Perhaps one of the first things the 
average housewife: thinks about when 
broth is recommended for the one 
who is ill at her home is chicken. 
But the chicken broth suitable for 
sick folk differs considerably from the 
rich, somewhat greasy soup that well 
folk get. A four-pound fowl may 
be selected, | ; 

Where there are other members in 
the family, have the butcher split the 
bird in half and chop one half into 
small pieces. The other half may be 
cut into several larger pieces and, per- 
haps, made into stew, with rice for 
the well members, But the half that 
has been chopped in very small 
pieces is that from which you make 
your invalid broth. 


Put the pieces into a cook-pot and 
cover them with cold water, “If the 
physician has no objection to the 
patient having salt in his diet, add 
half a level teaspoonful of salt. Salt 
helps to draw out the flavoring mat- 
ter and the nutriment. The smaller 
are the pieces the more perfectly will 
this process of extraction be accom- 
plished. The bones, of course, should 
be used, as well as the meaty part. 


Very gradually bring the water to 
the boling point. Then reduce the 
temperature, so that the mixture sim- 
mers very slowly. When the meat 
has fallen from the bones remove the 
pot from the flame and strain. Let 
the broth cool, When cool the fat 
will h@ve hardened into a cake, which 
can easily be removed from the top. 

This fat makes excellent shortening 
for biscuits for the well folk. Pour 
off liquid carefully so as not to dis- 
turb the sediment from the bottom. 
The cold broth may cither be stored 
in a wide-mouthed covered jar in’ the 
refrigerator, or it may be immediate- 
ly reheated for use, 


If the broth does not seem as 
clear as you would like it, strain it 
through double cheesecloth or stir the 
lightly beaten white of one egg into 
the hot broth, The egg in coagulat- 
ing will draw to itself all the tiny 
particles. This egg may be setrain- 
ed out and combined with the chop- 
ped chicken strained out of the broth, 
green pepper, onion and potatoes and 
made into a tasty hash for the well 
folks, 

A pleasing variation of -chicken 
broth that a certain expensive sana- 
torium offers some patients, is chick- 
en broth with egg custard. To make 
the custard beat the yolk of one egg 
slightly with a silver fork. Adda 
few grains of salt, if permissible, and 
a tablespoon cach of water and milk. 
Pour into a small buttered tin mold, 
place in a pan of hot water and bake 
until firm, When cool, remove from 
the mold and cut into fancy shapes,
